She  was  unable  to 
carry  out  her  domestic  routine  by  reason  of  chronic  ill  health  and 
her  house  had  deteriorated  until  a  state  of  nuisance  existed.  Her 
personal  cleanliness  and  habits  were  such  that  she  was  in  need  of 
cleansing.  No  adequate  arrangements  for  cleaning  and  providing 
her  with  food  were  made  and  in  my  opinion  she  was  a  person  to  whom 
this  section  applied.  Action  under  Section  47  was  accordingly 
authorised  by  the  Council. 

Successful  application  to  the  Court  was  made  in  January, 
1949,  when  an  order  was  made  authorising  the  Medioal  Officer  to 
remove  her  to  the  Grantham  Residential  Establishment.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

1946. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  annual  report 
on  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District,  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1948. 

During  the  year  the  completion  of  the  Woodside  Estate 
of  68  houses,  has  enabled  many  of  the  most  inadequately  housed 
families  to  be  rehoused.  Considerable  difficulty. has  been 
experienced  however,  by  the  inability  of  many  applicants  to  ax  ford 
tno  high  rents  of  the  now  houses  and  it  would  appear  that  there  is 
a  great  need  for  houses  of  good  standard  but  at. lower  rents,  bo 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  lower  incomed  applicants. 

Repair  work  to  dwelling  houses  continues  to  bo 
carried  out,  though  the  delays  due  to  shortage  of  labour,  causa  * 
notices  to  remain  outstanding  for  longer  periods  than  is  desirable. 
Noticoablo  improvement  has,  however,  taken  place  in  the  supply  ol 
materials. 

Close  control  over  milk  has  resulted  in  improvements, 
in  the  bacterial  quality  of  supplies  in  the  area..  The  construction 
of  several  now  cowsheds  has  beon  carried  out,  or  is  m  hand. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  tho  other  members  of  the 
Council’s  staff  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  since  my 
appointment .

HOUSING. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  xor  the  inadequately 
housed.  54  houses  on  the  Woodsido  Estate  have  been  occupied  and  the 
whole  estate  of  68  houses  has  been  completed.  50  Aircy-type  houses  on 
the  Hillside  Estate  were  in  an  advanced  state  of  construction  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  12  had  been  allocated. 

Contracts  have  been  completed  for  the  erection  of  a  further  26 
houses  of  a  traditional  type  to  complete  the  Hillside  -estate. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  acquisition  oi  lana,  by  com¬ 
pulsory  purchase,  for  the  erection  of  further  houses  at  Galley  Hill, 
was  considered  by  the  Council. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced,  during  the  year,  due  to  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  applicants  on  the  Council’s  list  wore  unable  to 
afford  the  rents  of  the  Woodsido  and  Hillside  Estates.  The  voluntary 
transfer  of  tenants  from  the  pre-1939  estates  to  the  new  estates  has 
been  completed  and  there  are  now  several  families  which  would  have  boon 
rehoused  but  for  the  lack  of  houses  at  low  rentals. 

Several  new  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  found  during  the . 
year,  the  majority  of  which  have  been  abated  by  rehousing  the  families 

concerned.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  majority  of  premises  within  tho  district  aro  supplied  with 
water  in  pipes  from  the  Sleaford  Water  Company,  of  these  334  aro 
supplied  from  standpipes.  Tho  sources  of  water  are  from  a  spring  and 
deep  well  to  the  west  of  Sleaford  from  which  it  is  pumped  to  roservoirs 
nearby.  A  low  level  reservoir  servos  the  low-lying  parts  of  the  town 
and  two  water  towers,  interconnected,  serve  the  higher  portions. 

Storage  is  adequate  and  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  throughout 
the  year. 

Complaints  have  been  rocoived,  particularly  from  the  Church 
Lane  aroa,  of  intermittent  supply  which  is  known  to  be  due  to  corrosion 
of  the  mains. 


The  laying  of  859  yards  of  new  4;?  main  on  the  Hillside  Estate 
was  in  progress  at  tho  end  of  the  year.  No  other  extensions  are  in 
hand  at  present. 

During  the  year  the  negotiations,  which  have  been  proceeding 
since  25th  March,  1946,  were  concluded  and  the  Urban  District  is  to 
take  over  the  Water  Company  as  from  1st  January,  1949.  A  Public  In¬ 
quiry  was  held  on  7th  October,  1948,  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  into  the  raising  of  the  necessary  loan. 

Two  samples  of  water,  for  bacteriological  examination,  were 
taken  from  the  Water  Company  supply,  after  chlorination.

At  an  inspection  of  the  Water  Works  it  was  found,  after  the 
result  of  sampru  (a)  was  received,  that  the  Chlorine  injectors  to 
the  chlorinating  plants  were  sticking  and  accordingly,  insufficient 
chlorination  was  being  carried  out.

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REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


Under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor,  house  iofuse  is  collected 
once  weekly,  by  a  modern  motor  driven  refuse  collection  vehicle  from  * 
all  dwelling  houses  in  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  number 
which  are  isolated.  Trade  refuse  is  also  collected  once  weekly  with 
twico  weekly  collections  from  such  premises  as  fishmongers.  A  revised 
scheme  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  under  contract,  was  approved 
during  the  year,  but  its  operation  has  yet  to  bo  put  in  hand. 

Disposal  is  principally  by  incinoration.  The  destructor  at 
prcsont  in  use  has  become . inadequate  and  in  need  of  repair  and  at  timos 
has  been  unable  to  copo  with  all  the  refuso  produced,  tho  balanco  being 
disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Groyloos.  The  quostion  of  rofuse  disposal 
is  to  receive  your  consideration  in  1949. 

Storage  of  refuse  at  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises  has 
not  been  entirely  satisfactory  and  numbers  of  notices  have  been  served 
requiring  one  provision  or  replacement  of  dustbins.  Occupiers  of  houses 
could  still  do  much  to  ensuro  prolonged  life  of  bins.  Cleaning  bins 
after  emptying  and  ensuring  that  dry  refuse  only  is  placed  in  them  would 
assist  greatly  in  keeping  them  without  nuisance. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Two  slaughterhouses  are  used  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  the 
slaughter  of  food  animals.  Neither  of  these  can  be  considered  satis¬ 
factory.  .  Both  are  old,  inconvenient,  and  without  proper  facilities 
for  hanging  carcases  and  offal.  Meat  inspection  is  consequently 
rendered  more  difficult  than  need  be.  The  Ministry  of  Y/orks,  however, 
have  made  proposals  to  provide  additional  accommodation  at  the  Church 
Lane . Slaughterhouse ,  but,  duo  to  its  situation,  adjoining  school 
premises  and  abutting  the  road,  it  was  suggested  that  more  suitable 
premises  for  reconstruction  were  the  Drove  Lane  Slaughterhouse  and  the 
Ministry  was  informed  that  these  were  the  Council *s  recommendations. 

All  carcases  slaughtered  in  tho  Ministry  slaughterhouses  have 
been  inspected  and  in  the  course  of  this  work,  18  tons  16  cwts.  107  lbs. 
of  neat  .were  found  to  be  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit.

One  Pasteurised  sanple  which  gave  an  unsatisfactory  Methylene 
Blue  result,  and  is  included  above,  reached  a  tonperature  of  over  65 
degreos  previous  to  examination . 

43  visits  have  been  nade  during  the  year  to  cowsheds  and 
.dairies.  Who ro  milk  samples  have  failed,  regular  inspection  of  the 

producers’  premises  has  been  carried  out  and,  by  education  in  clean 
milk  production,  satisfactory  improvement  has  been  effected.  The 
standard  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  area  is  generally  low  and 
some  producers’  methods  have  been  far  from  satisfactory.  Considerable 
progress  has  been  made,  however,  in  tho  improvement  of  producers’ 
premises  and  one  new  cowshed  and  dairy  has  boon  erocted  and  is  in  use, 
while  proposals  aro  in  hand  for  tho  provision  of  new  buildings  at. three 
other  farms.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  completed  early  in 
1949. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

Two  sites  arc  licensed  in  tho  area  on  which  vans  may  be 
stationed  and  one  licence  has  been  granted  for  a  limited  period  to 
station  two  vans  at  Koldingham.  Those  sites  have  boon  kept  without 
nuisance  during  the  year. 

n  further  unlicensed  site  gave  considerable  trouble,  up  to 
ten  vans  being  stationed  at  one  time  without  adequate  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments.  Tho  owner  of  the  land  was  warned,  after  tho  expiration  of  sixty 
days’  intermittent  occupation  by  vans,  that  use  of  tho  land  without  a 
licence  was  a  contravention  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  (Section  269) 
and  accordingly  she  has  since  prohibited  the  use  of  tho  site  by  van 
dwellers . 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


As  there  are  few  business  or  factory  premises  with  a  need  for 
steam  raising,  the  area  can  be  said  to  be  free  from  smoke  nuisances. 

On  several  occasions  emissions  from  two  chimneys  have  been  noticed, 
the  promises  visited  and  tho  stokers  advised. 

Complaints  received  during  the  year  of  nuisance  from  grit, 
smoke  and  smell  from  the  Council’s  destructor  wore  to  some  extent 
confirmed.  Tho  question  of  a  new  destructor  is  receiving  your  con¬ 
sideration. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 


Pew  instances  of  verminous  premises  requiring  attention  have 
arisen  during  tho  year  and  the  incideno©  of  such  premises  in  a  town 
with  so  many  clu  properties  as  Sleaford,  is  remarkably  low.  All  in¬ 
festations  were  slight  and  have  been  successful^  dealt  with. 

In  one  case  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  occupier 
of  a  dwelling  house  whose  premises  and  articles  were  verminous.  The 
proceedings  were  successful,  the  defendant  being  fined  £3,  the  Court 
making  an  order  for  the  work  to  be  done  within  ten  days,  thereafter 
a  daily  penalty  of  5  shillings.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  joint  scheme  for  Rodent 
Control  with  the  East  Kesteven  Rural  District  Council  was  abandoned  and 
the  Surveyor’s  General  Foreman  was  appointed  as  part  time  operator. 

This  arrangement  was  found  to  be  inadequate  and  it  was  impossible  to 
satisfactorily  deal  with  complaints  of  infestation.  In  addition,  no 
survey  work  on  a  block  system  basis  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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
